2.  In  all  cases  where  probate  or  letters  of  admin- 
istration are  granted  during  the  war  to  any  person 
entitled  thereto,  the  grant  shall  be  made  upon  the 
condition  that  no  portion  of  the  assets  shall  be  dis- 
tributed or  paid  during  the  war  to  any  beneficiary 
or  creditor  who  is  a German,  Austro-Hungarian, 
Turkish,  or  Bulgarian  subject,  wherever  resident, 
or  to  any  one  on  his  behalf,  or  to  or  on  behalf  of 
any  person  resident  in  Germany,  Austro  Hungary, 
Turkey,  or  Bulgaria,  of  whatever  nationality,  with- 
out the  express  licence  of  the  Crown  acting  through 
the  Minister  of  Finance;  and  if  any  distribution 
or  payment  is  made  contrary  to  this  condition  the 
grant  of  probate  or  letters  of  administration  will 
be  forthwith  revoked.

PRIVATE  BILLS. 

Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

Rule  76. 

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 
pi-operly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act, 
1867  ” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bi-idge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Tui-npike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line ; the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work ; the  granting  of  a right 
of  Ferry  ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company;  or  other- 
wise for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of 
other  parties,  or  relates  to  any  particular  class  of 
the  community,  or  for  making  any  amendment  of 
a like  nature  to  any  former  Act, — shall  require  a 
Notice,  clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature 
and  object  of  the  application  and,  where  the  appli- 
cation refex-s  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
generally  the  location  of  the  work,  and  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant;  such  notice  to  be

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Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the 
same  lias  been  reported  on  by  the  Commitee  on 
Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Private 
hills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore- 
said the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  'Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  clear  days 
before  the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy 
of  such  Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented 
to  the  House,  together  with  copies  of  the  notices 
published.  Such  publication  to  be  proved  by  affi- 
davit or  declaration  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  House.  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill, 
the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars.  If  a copy 
of  the  Bill,  Petition,  and  notices  shall  not  have 
been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening 
of  the  Session,  and  if  the  Petition  has  not  been 
presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six 
hundred  dollars.

the  interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

78.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation 
shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference 
the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the 
details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills.  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed 
departure  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduc- 
tion of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a 
note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the 
provisions  thereof  in  which  the  General  Act  is  pro- 
posed to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  recast 
by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their  expense 
before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the  clauses.

WHEREAS  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  reports 
that  he  lias  received  representations  that 
excessive  numbers  of  whitefjsh  abound  in  the 
waters  of  Waterton  Lakes  Park,  in  the  Province 
of  Alberta,  and  that  petitions  have  been  received 
from  the  residents  in  the  neighbourhood  of  these 
waters  praying  that  they  be  permitted  to  catch 
wbitefish  with  nets ; 

And  whereas  it  is  stated  that  these  whitefish 
cannot  be  caught  with  rod  and  line,  that  they  are 
nob  game  fish,  but  are  an  actual  detriment  to  the 
continued  propagation  of  game  fish  through  their 
habit  of  devouring  the  spawn  of  these  latter, — 
Therefore  His  Excellency  the  Governor-General 
in  Council,  under  the  provisions  of  the  “ Forest 


Reserves  and  Parks  Act,”  is  pleased  to  amend  and 
doth  hereby  amend  sections  64  and  65  of  the  Regu- 
lations for  the  control  and  management  of  Domin- 
ion Parks  as  approved  by  Order  of  1 1 is  Excellency 
in  Council  on  the  21st  June,  1909,  by  adding  the 
following  subsection  to  section  64:
